Bible  Societies  have  been  for¬ 
med  at  Malta,  Smyrna,  /ante, 
Athens,  and  several  other  pla¬ 
ces  ;  religious  tracts  are  print¬ 
ed  and  circulated  extensively, 
and  operate  favorably  for  the 
truth.  The  press  is  becomiiij;  a 
mighty  engine  in  this  wide 
tphere  of  labor.  A  spirit  of  in¬ 
quiry  is  awakened,  and  the  way 
of  the  Lord  is  preparing.  The 
late  Mr.  liurckhardt  said,  “The 
common  people,  of  all  sects, 
have  received  the  word  of  God 
with  a  laudable  eagerness  ;  and 
would  be  very  well  pleased, 
uere  a  far  larger  (juantity  sent 
to  them.” 

Malta  ;  an  island  in  the  Me¬ 
diterranean  ;  inhabitants,  \vlth 
those  of  the  neighboring  island 
ofGo'Aa,  110,000 — religion,  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic.  At  this  station 
are  the  celebrated  William  Jow- 
ett  and  Dr.  Cleardo  Naudi ;  es¬ 
tablished,  1815.  They  are 
effecting  much  by  the  ilistribu- 
tion  of  tracts  and  Bibles,  and 
other  assiduous  and  faithful  la¬ 
bors. 

BLACK  SEA. 

Comstantinople  f  the  chief  citv 
of  the  Turkish  empire — inhabi¬ 
tants,  400,(K)0  ;  being  200, 0(K) 
Turks  ;  100,000  Greeks,  and 
100,000  Jews,  Anner.ians,  and 


Franks.  2  Missionaries  ;  esta'' 
blished,  1819.  During  most  of 
the  last  year.  Rev.  James  Con¬ 
nor  was  on  a  tour  to  prepare  the 
way  for  future  usefulness.  Af¬ 
ter  giving  a  particular  journal  of 
his  proceedings,  he  says,  “From 
this  sketch  of  my  proceedings  in 
Syria,  you  will  have  seen  that 
the  channels  are  now  opened  for 
the  intrmluction  of  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  into  these  parts,  and  for 
their  general  circulation.  By 
means  of  our  friends  in  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  Jaffa,  Acre,  Saide,  Beirout, 
Damascus,  Tripoli,  I^tichea, 
Scanderoon,  and  Aleppo,  they 
will  be  offered  for  sale  in  every 
part  of  the  country.  So  fisr 
well  !  The  channels,  as  1  have 
said,  are  open  ;  but  1  am  afraid 
we  shall  be  obliged  to  wait  some 
time  before  tlie  waters  begin  to 
flow.  I  have  prepared  the  niinilM 
'  of  very  many  for  the  operations 
I  of  the  Bible  Society  in  these' 
I  parts  ;  and  I  think  I  may  say 
I  with  truth,  that  these  operations 
j  w  ill  be  hailed  with  gratitude.” 

I  Tlie  present  war  ^t ween  the 
'  Turks  and  Greeks  must  give  a 
temporary  check  to  the  mission¬ 
ary  labors  in  this  region.

ta.  Here  are  four  native  teach 
ers  ;  commenced  in  181.5. 

;  a  large  city  8(M)  mile« 
north-west  of  llalcutta.  Thp 
.Society  established  a  mission 
herein  1813.  Here  are  1  na 
tive  Reader,  and  2Sch(Md-ma> 
ters. 

Cannanore  ;  a  town  on  the 
Malabar  coast;  north-west  of 
Cochin  ;  established  in  1 81! 
Here  is  a  native  Catechist,  un 
der  the  direction  of  the  chaplain 
at  Tellicherry,  who  is  much 
gratified  with  the  admirable, 
manner  in  which  this  Native 
conducts  the  service  in  his  little 
congregation, and  with  the  spirit 
»»f  the  people.  He  w  rites,  “S» 
much  real  devotion,  so  much 
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warmth  heart  seemed  to  reijn 
aiiioiii:  them — I  had  iu»t  seen 
till*  like  ill  liidia  helure.'*  Here

Norton  says,  “Methinks  1  could 
ih)  any  thing  as  a  means  for 
their  salvation  ;  and,  seeing  Ha- 
tan  and  his  emissaries  are  ac¬ 
tive  in  destroying  souls,  we  must 
lie  active  in  using  all  Hcriptural 


means  for  rescuing  them.  As 
now,  tlirough  divine  mercy,  I 
ran  write  a  Malabar  sormm), 
and,  when  written,  can  deliver 
it  as  readily  as  in  F.nglish,  I 
d»  s’.re  to  lay  myself  out  in  the 
delightful  work  of  making 
kimwn  a  Savior's  love.” 

J*(t!(inic  ilia  :  400  miles  south 
hy  west  from  Madras.  3  School¬ 
masters  and  C  ctecliists  ;  esta¬ 
blished,  ISir.  “Kev.  James 
llougli,  the  Chaplain,  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  render  impurtant  ser¬

REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OK  RF.MOION. 

The  General  Convention  of  Congregational  and  Frerbyterian  !MinUter<  in 
Vermont  held  their  annual  meeting  at  Foultney  on  the  1 1th,  12th  and  )3th 
inst.  when  the  Committee,  appointed  to  take  minutes  of  the  state  of  religion 
from  the  narratives,  presented  the  following  Report. 

The  operations  of  divine  grace  awaken  the  liveliest  interest  in 
the  heart  of  every  Christian.  By  them  the  character  of  God  is 
displayed,  and  the  glories  of  our  Immanuel  are  presented  with 
powerful  attractions.  That  Christ  died  for  sinners — that  his 
Church  shall  live — that  many  “who  are  ready  to  perish”  shall 
eventually  participate  the  joys  of  the  heavenly  world,  are  truths 
which  we  receive  on  the  authority  of  divine  revelation.  Even- 
passing  year  confirms  the  truth  of  the  Scriptures,  anil  enlivens  ! 
the  hones  of  the  people  of  God.  ’I'he  kingdom  of  the  Redceiucr  I 
is  evidently  progressing.  The  intelligence  which  has  been  com-  | 
municateirto  the  Convention  during  their  present  session,  is  ani¬ 
mating  to  all  who  love  the  Lord  .lesus  Christ.  It  confirnis  our  | 

faith  ;  it  elevates  our  hopes,  and  encourages  us  to  pray  without  | 
ceasing  “for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem.”  We  would  call  upon  our 
souls  to  bless  the  Lord  for  the  displays  of  his  mercy  among  tIm  | 
churches  of  our  Convention.  Some  are,  indeed,  mourning  in  view  I 
-  of  prevailing  coldness  and  abounding  iniquity  ;  but  upon  other? 
he  has  shed  down  his  richest  blessings,  as  the  follow  ing  statements 
show. 

fVindham  •issneiation  rejwirts  no  instances  of  extensive  outpour¬ 
ing  of  the  Spirit.  The  churches,  many  of  which  were  rendered 
numerous  by  late  revivals,  are  walking  in  the  order  and  fellowship 
of  the  gospel,  and  praying  that  God  would  revive  them  again. 

Pawlet  •‘iiisociation  has  lieen  favored  with  revivals  of  religion 
in  a  few  tow  ns.  In  Rupert,  thirty  have  obtained  hope  of  having 
po'ised  from  death  Onto  life,  and  in  the  three  societies  in  Gianvil]» 


afwut  ninety.  Pawlet  and  Dorset  have  shared  in  the  food  work. 

Orattf^e  Jsaoi’iution  reports  an  exte!»sive  revival  in  Weathers- 
ficld,  where,  at  least,  1(»U  are  aupposed  to  have  experienced  a  sav¬ 
in"  change.  Other  towns  present  very  encourafinf  appearances. 
In  Ml aBi»rd,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Vt.  Juvenile  Mis¬ 
sionary  Miciety,  a  church  of  20  inemhers  has  been  fathered. 

In  'Rutland  Association  manv  towns  have  been  freatly  refreshed 
fntm  on  hifh.  Benson,  Braiulon,  Sudbury  and  Tinmouth,  each 
reckon  from  50  to  80  as  subjects  id'  the  work.  Hubbardton  and 
t'astleton,  each  compute  the  number  from  30  to  50.  In  Hast  and 
West  Kiitland,  Walliiifford  ami  West-Haven,  revivals  have  pre¬ 
vailed.  In  some  of  these  tow  ns,  not  to  mention  others  in  which 
are  encourafi'if  apjK'arances,  the  work  appears  to  be  only  in  its 
incipient  stafes  ;  in  others,  it  is  now  floriously  profressing  with 
much  to  quicken  and  animate,  and  nothing  to  discourage. 

Hoijaltun  Association  reports  no  extensive  revivals.  Fifteen  or 
twenty,  however,  have  joined  with  the  congregational  church  iu 
llarre,  and  about  20  are  reckoned  as  converts  in  Braintree. — 
Mrong  hopes  are  entertained  that  the  fervent  pi  avers,  which  are 
oH'ered  in  some  other  towns,  will  lie  heard,  anu  that  they  will  be 
refreshed  w  ith  a  special  visitation  from  on  high. 

Within  the  limits  of  Addison  Association,  the  Holy  Spirit  has 
come  dow'ii  with  mighty  power,  and  many  have  been  made  glad 
with  exceeding  joy.  The  work  commenced  in  Middlebury  early 
in  the  Spring,  anif  has  extended  to  all  the  neighboring  towns  ;  in 
each  of  which  it  still  progresses,  and  in  some,  with  most  encour- 
ajing  hopes  of  still  greater  accessions  to  the  cause  of  him  who 
came  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost.  Of  those  who  say, 
what  have  we  to  do  any  more  with  idols,  it  is  computed  there  are. 
already,  in  Shoreham  130,  in  Cornwall  120,  in  Orwell  100,  in  Mid¬ 
dlebury  ro,  in  Bridport  and  Salisbury,  each  50  ;  in  Whiting,  New  - 
Haven  and  Weybridge,  each  30  or  40,  in  Addison,  say  20.  Revi¬ 
vals  have  also  commenced  in  Hinesburgh  and  Charlotte. 

Ill  Coos  Association,  which  was  not  represented  in  thcf’onvcn- 
tion,  we  do  not  learn  that  any  extensive  outpouring  of  the  Spirit 
ii  experienced. 

The  Delegate  from  the  North-Western  Association  brings  glad 
tidings  of  great  joy.  In  Jericho  100  are  numbered  as  hopeful 
subjects  of  divine  grace,  in  Essex  75,  in  Westford  35,  in  WilHs- 
tnn  20,  in  Richmond  15.  In  Bakersf.eld  and  Kiiosburgli  the 
•‘fl'orts  of  the  Vermont  Juvenile  Missionary  Society  have  been 
p-catly  blessed ;  100  in  the  former  tow  n,  and  60  in  the  latter, 
are  supposed  to  have  experienced  the  sanctifying  influences  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  A  work  of  grace  has  also  commenced  in  CTulerhill 
and  Milton. 

Considering  the  influence,  which  is  exerted  on  a  community  by 
♦liose  who  possess  the  advantages  of  education,  the  Convention 
consider  themselves  bound  to  record,  with  the  liveliest  gratitude, 
the  smiles  of  divine  providence  on  Middlebury  (’ollege.  Fifteen 
or  twenty  of  those  who  have  cherished  a  hope,  in  Middlebury,  are 
members  of  that  flourishing  semiuary  ;  and  about  two  thirds  of 
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the  \vh(»le  iiuinber  are  cleemecl  the  subjects  of  the  gracious  opei, 
tioiis  of  the  Spirit.  , 

\N’e  have  alreatlv  reconleil  tlie  beneficial  influence  which  has 
been  exerterl  by  the  Vermont.  Juvenile  Missionary  Society,  and 
would  cordially  recommend  that  institution  to  the  patronage  ot 
the  Christian  public. 

While  we  notice  the  displays  of  ilivine  grace  in  so  many  Socie 
tics,  and  mourn  over  the  numerous  w  astc  places  within  our  bound 
we  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  (iod  is  preparing  many  vom, 
men  to  become  heralds  of  salvation.  M  e  therefore  fersently  pray 
tliat  our  Kducation  Societies  may  receive  increasing  siippori 
The  North -M'estern  llranch  has  already  about  thirty  imJivi 
rluals  under  its  patronage.  \Ve  hope  tliat  this,  the  Kasteni 
and  other  Kducation  Societies  in  our  State,  w  ill  be  furnished  whh 
the  means  of  becoming  greatly  instrumental  in  providing  our 
destitute  churches  with  pastors  after  God's  own  heart,  who  shall 
feed  them  with  know  ledge  and  understanding. 

Finally,  while  much  of  carelessness,  error,  ami  sin  remain  tobt 
deplored  in  our  borders,  we  would  call  upon  you,  beloved  bre 
thren,  to  unite  your  hearts  w  ith  ours  in  praising  the  King  of  Zion 
for  the  ileliverance  he  has  w  rouj^ht,  for  so  many  captives  of  sin ; 
and  for  the  gladness  he  has  put  into  the  hearts  of  his  people,  who 
have  l>een  hoping,  praying,  and  waiting  ior  the  displays  of  his 
glory.  .Surely  such  undeserved  favors  demand  our  highest  grati 
tuile  and.lnuilest  songs  of  praise.  What  encouragement  have  w 
to  proceed  in  our  holy  warfare  against  the  powers  of  darkness,  in 
hii|  port  of  the  institutions  of  religion.  M  hat  encouragement  to 
jiersevere  in  sowing  good  seed  in  every  soil, — tube  more  fervent 
constant,  and  importunate  in  prayer — mure  abundant  in  labur>, 
watchings,  and  acts  of  seif  denial. 

Let  us  tiesire  and  expect  great  things  for  our  beloveil  Zion,  ami 
y.ealously  emleavor  to  beautify,  enlarge  and  defend  the  city  of  out 
solemnities  ;  “so  shall  the  rigliteousness  thereof  go  forth  as  bright 
ness,  and  the  salvation  thereof  as  a  lamp  that  burneth.** 

From  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  w 
receive  joyful  intelligence.  Tho  error  and  sin  still  prevail — tlm 
in  some  places,  family  prayer  and  social  worship  are  shamefullv 
neglected,  and,  in  many  places,  the  coldness  of  professing  Christ- 
ians  is  alarming  in  its  enects,  yet  God  has  been  pleased,  in  hi.-, 
abuirdant  goodness,  to  send  the  plentiful  rains  of  his  Spirit  U|X)n 
large  portions  of  that  extensive  heritage.  Ninety  congregations 
within  eighteen  Presbyteries  have  experienced  special  seasons  of 
refreshing  from  his  holy  presence.  During  the  last  j’ear,  more 
than  7,000  souls  have  been  added  to  those  churches  Irum  which 
reports  have  been  received. 

No  delegates  have  been  present  from  the  General  Association 
of  Massachusetts  and  that  id'  New-Jlampshire.  F’rom  the  latter 
body,  however,  we  received  a  communication,  informing  us  that 
the  interests  of  religion  are  gaining  ground  in  that  J^tate.  Tlio 
they  still  have  occasion  to  weep  over  large  portions  of  their  terri¬ 
tory,  which  remain  without  solemn  assemblies,  without  moral 
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fulture,  witliout  turninq;  from  the  practice  of  sin,  an«I,  especially, 
from  violating  tlie  holy  rest  of  the  Sahlmtli,  yet  they  have  occasion 
fo  rejoice  ami  praise  (^oil  for  the  powerful  revivals,  which  have 
ken  cxperienceil  in  several  congregations,  ami  for  the  more  gen¬ 
tle  other  places,  making  conside¬ 

rable  accessions  to  their  churches. 

From  the  (ieneral  Association  of  ('onnecticlit  we  receive  the 
most  soul-gladdening  intelligence.  Several  of  the  heathen  youth 
ia  tlie  Foreign  Mission  School  at  ('ornwall,  and  about  forty  stu¬ 
dents  in  Vale  College  have  recently  embraced  the  hope  of  the 
■rtispel.  “There  are,’*  say  they,  “in  the  State  about  “^OO  ('on- 
qregational  churches  ami  societies ;  a  very  large  proportion  of 
which  are,  at  present,  supplied  with  regular  pastors.  I  pon  eigh- 
tv-lour  of  these,  (iod  has,  during  the  past  year,  poured  out  his 
^pi^t,  and  hopefully  translated  about  live  thousand  souls  out  of 
darkness  into  his  marvellous  light.  This  abundant  shower  of  I)i- 
dne  grace  began  to  desceml  nearly  a  year  ago.  Some  of  its  first 
drops  fell  upon  the  favored  city  id'  New-llaven.  'I'he  cloud, 
which  was  at  first  no  bigger  than  a  man's  hand,  shading  and  re¬ 
freshing  the  souls  of  a  tew  Christians  mourning  their  own  barren¬ 
ness,  and  the  wide  spreail  waste  around  them,  sium  expanded 
over  tlie  whole  town,  reached  the  neighboring  villages,  overshad¬ 
owed  counties,  and  is  now  making  its  progress  to  the  utmost  bor¬ 
ders,  resting  over  us  in  majesty  and  power.” 

None  but  the  most  ageil  men  in  the  !r*tate  have  ever  witnessed

Americatifi.  On  lii»  return,  he 
found  Smyrna  in  a  8tate  of  a- 
larm,  on  account  of  the  in^ur* 
rectiun  in  European  Turkey. 
Tlic  cnmiuotionsat  Smyrna,  and 
in  the  neighb(»rh(M>d,  remlored 
it  unsafe  travelling, and  present¬ 
ed  obstacles  in  the  way  of  dis¬ 
tributing  books.  After  describ¬ 
ing  the  state  (»f  the  country,  Mr. 
K.  writes  as  follows  :  “Now  the 
nuestion  is,  what  eflect  should 
this  have  on  our  plans?  Brother 
Parsons,  1  trust,  will  go  on  with 
his  lalmrs  in  Judea  without  mo- 
lesta.tion.  For  myself  I  see  no 
course  but  to  remain  here,  and 
wait  the  event.” 

On  the  wlnde,  it  does  not  aji- 
ear  that  the  present  troubles  in 
'urkey  sliould  damp  the  /.eal  of 
(.'hristians  among  ourselves,  or 
elsewhere,  for  promoting  the 
cause  of  truth  in  that  part  of  the 
world.— Jlerala. 

Most  of  the  Oreek  churches 
at  Constantinople  and  its  iieigh- 
b<»rho«Hl  have  been  plumleved  ;
